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Landfill plans given 
county's green light 


RESIDENTS of Lyme Regis and Uplyme have 
expressed their anger after plans for a landfill site 
at Lyme Regis Golf Club’s driving range were 
passed by county councillors, despite planning 
officers advising refusal. 

Dorset County Council has granted permission for a 
landfill site to be established at the driving range off 
Charmouth Road for five years. It will be a maximum 
depth of 2.75 metres in the centre of the site for 40,000 
cubic metres of inert waste. 

The planning application stated that this would “provide 
a much needed landfill site for the deposit of inert waste 
from local construction, demolition and ground work 
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projects in an area of Dorset where there is a lack of such 
authorised sites”. 

It added: “The nearest landfill sites are a considerable 
distance away, incurring substantial costs, both financial 
and environmental, in trucking inert waste to these site 
from the western part of Dorset.” 

However, nearby residents have raised concerns that the 
landfill will create dust, noise and see additional heavy 
traffic passing through the town. Several received per¬ 
mission to voice their objections at Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil’s Planning Committee, with one resident even

employing a planning consultant to argue against the ap¬ 
plication, but they were later told they were unable to 
speak on the matter. 

Residents were also concerned that the application was 
not advertised properly to the public, as the planning no¬ 
tice was placed on a “camouflaged” green poster in front 
of greenery near the site, and that only four county coun¬ 
cillors were at the committee meeting when the decision 
was made, with one abstaining from the vote. 

Neighbouring Rhode Barton resident Ted Seal said: 
“We are concerned because the landfill is on top of a hill. 
Me and my neighbour are directly below it and have hol¬ 
iday cottages. We will get all the dust and noise and if we 
get just one bad Trip Advisor review we will have to start 
advising guests about the landfill. 

“Lyme Regis tries to encourage tourism, it thrives on 
tourism and now we are building a landfill at the entrance 
to the town. The whole thing is just wrong.” 

Mr Seal said he was also concerned that the long work¬ 
ing hours of the landfill would bother his guests, as well 
as the increased number of large vehicles travelling to 
and from the site. 

Uplyme residents'horrified' 

While Lyme Regis Town Council found no objection to 
the plans, concerns were raised by Uplyme Parish Coun¬ 
cil and residents of the village who have views across to 
the site. Some said they were “horrified” by the “ridicu¬ 
lous” plans. 

The parish council was concerned the main impact, 
both visually and aurally, would be on the residents of 
the Harcombe Valley, within their parish, and asked that 
any impact be minimised by reducing the proposed op¬ 
erational hours. They also requested a noise survey be 
carried out and that Dorset County Council give one-year 
permission and assess the impact before permitting the 
remaining four years requested. 

Dorset County Council’s head of planning recom¬ 
mended refusal of the plans as the site is in an Area of 
Outstanding Natural Beauty and the application “does not 
establish that exceptional circumstances exist to justify a 
grant of planning permission in the public interest”. 

County councillors went against this recommendation 
to pass the plans but their reasons for approval are not yet 
available to the public, as the decision has not been 
posted on their website and minutes of the meeting have 
not been published. 
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JANE Burt owns The Happy Cupcake Company, 
based in Lyme Regis, with her husband Chris, and 
has just opened a second premises in the town - 
The Blue Sea Cafe on the seafront.

When we opened the shop on Broad Street we felt it 
was better to focus our energy into that to get it estab¬ 
lished and now we also sell a much wider range of 
items, which include ceramics such as Jersey Pottery, 
beautiful homeware and the odd piece of vintage fur¬ 
niture. 

■ WHAT did you do before this? 

I am a Bachelor of Laws and before I had my own busi¬ 
ness I was a local government officer working in the 
legal department at Somerset County Hall in Taunton. I 
enjoyed my job but I much prefer being my own boss 
and working with my husband. 

■ WHAT will your new seafront cafe be offering? 

The new seafront cafe will be called The Blue Sea Cafe 
and will be showcasing my homemade cakes and 
scones, as well as savouries like quiche. We have chosen 
to stock Purbeck ice cream, as this is fabulous quality 
and will use this in our sundaes also. In the summer hol¬ 


idays we are planning to offer a pudding club in the 
evenings to give people the opportunity to try my 
homemade puddings whilst enjoying the magnificent 
location. 

■ WHAT do you enjoy about the job? 

I love the compliments I get about my cakes. It's lovely 
that we already have regular customers at the cafe and 
people even coming back a second time in one day be¬ 
cause they enjoyed their cake in the morning so they 
come back for my freshly baked scones in the after¬ 
noon. 

■ WHAT'S your favourite type of cake to bake? 

This would be cherry 
and marzipan cake be¬ 
cause it is my hus¬ 
band's favourite and so 
I enjoy making it for 
him. It is a lovely high 
cherry cake with a 
layer of marzipan 
through the middle 
like a simnel cake. 

■ WHAT are your 
other personal inter¬ 
ests? 

Going on holiday and 
travelling. I love tour¬ 
ing around France, al¬ 
though because we 
can't really holiday in 
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the summer any more we haven't been able to do this 
as often lately. I also love going out for meals and when 
I am on holiday and I'm a keen photographer. We went 
to Barcelona last April and I got some really great shots 
there. 

■ WHAT do you like about the local area? 

I was brought up in a big city so, living here, I love the 
sense of space and the quiet. I have seen dolphins 
swimming in the sea and I can sit up in bed and look at 
the ocean. What more could you want? 

■ WHAT do you think it's missing? 

Personally for me, I think it's missing a proper sports 
complex. Please could I have one? 

■ WHAT would you do if you won the Lottery?

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Town to be decked out for D-Day commemorations 


TOP local design company Creative Solutions 
has lived up to its name and solved a big problem 
for organisers of Lyme Regis’ D-Day commem¬ 
orations. 

The organisers, who are planning to deck out the town 
in Union Jack and Stars and Stripes flags to mark the 70th 
anniversary of D-Day with a weekend of events on June 
6th to 8th, were stumped with their wish to get a large 
banner across Broad Street to promote the events, as they 
had no money to afford one. 

But now Creative Solutions, which has recently moved 
from Lyme to a new base in Axminster, has stepped in to 
design and produce a huge banner which will be strung 
across the top of the main street. 

David Manners, chairman of the D-Day organising 
committee, said: “I know that I speak for not only the or¬ 
ganisers but also for the whole of the community in 
thanking Ben and Jed Whittington and their team at Cre¬ 
ative Solutions for this very generous donation for the 
commemorations.

Town Mill Cheesmonger Justin Tunstall is to produce 
a D-Day commemorative cheese, which he will sell in 
wartime rations portions. At the neighbouring Sew La- 
Di-Da, also based at the Town Mill, vintage designer Car¬ 
oline Smith is to hold a 1940s dress-making class at her 
Sewing Sanctuary on Saturday, June 6th so that women 
attending the D-Day swing dance that evening at the 
Woodmead Halls can do so in authentic wartime frocks. 

Polly Coates, owner of hair salon Along Came Polly in 
Drakes Way, is taking bookings for women’s 1940s hair¬ 
styles for the swing dance night, which will star the pop¬ 
ular Three Counties Swing Band and wartime singers 
The Land Girls. 

Members of Lyme’s Operatic Society, Pantomine So¬ 
ciety, the majorettes, Woodroffe School Jazz Band and 
local singing duo Roy Wooton and Rob Cross are coming 
together to stage a D-Day variety show also at the Wood- 
mead Halls the following night, Friday, June 7th. 

Tickets for the swing dance and variety show are avail¬ 
able at Lyme’s Tourist Information Centre. 

Lyme Regis Town Band has volunteered to lead a civic 
service on the seafront on the afternoon of Sunday, June 
8th, with the mayor, local cadet forces, standard-bearers 
of the Royal British Legion and former servicemen.

“Once again, Lyme is rising to the occasion with style 
and big hearts and I’m indebted to everyone for joining 
the call.” 


LymeForward funding could be cut by district 


LYME Regis Development Trust, which has pumped 
more than £1 million into community projects, could see 
funding for its Local Area Partnership LymeForward cut 
after a review of services by West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil. 

West Dorset is currently carrying out a review of serv¬ 
ices across the whole of the district, named 2020 Vision, 
with a view to cutting £4.1 million in costs by the end of 
the 2016/17 financial year. 

One of the first areas to be reviewed is community plan¬ 
ning, which inclues Local Area Partnerships currently re¬ 
ceiving funding from the district council, with an 
expected outcome of £80,000 saving across West Dorset. 

The review will consider direct funding to Local Area 
Partnerships in West Dorset, budgets reserved for the run¬ 
ning of the West Dorset Partnership, staffing support 


within the council for the community planning process 
and whether the community planning structure should 
continue, and in what form. 

West Dorset’s “Scope of Review” with regards to com¬ 
munity planning lists Lyme Regis Development Trust 
among its partners which could be affected by the 
changes. It also describes the review as “high risk” as it 
could result is loss of support to valuable organisations 
and a risk to relationships with partners. 

Changes with regards to community planning will be 
put in place by April 2016. 

LymeForward co-ordinator Ellen Austin and chairman 
of Lyme Regis Development Trust Wendy Davies are 
now seeking feedback on the community planning 
process. 

An email sent to LymeForward members, which in¬ 


cludes representatives from local organisations, asked a 
number of questions on the way in which the Local Area 
Partnership operates, ranging from why people attend 
meetings and whether they find them benficial, to the 
question “Is LymeForward a waste of time?” 

Projects carried out by LymeForward in recent years in¬ 
clude the setting up of Lyme Regis & District Food Bank, 
community lunches and free community trips for local 
families. It also published the LymeForward Community 
Plan 2007-2027 and a subsequent update, which outlines 
objectives for the town under the topics of economy, en¬ 
vironment, health, well-being and safer communities, 
housing, sports, culture and lifelong learning, traffic and 
transport, and youth. 

The matter is expected to be discussed further at the 
next LymeForward meeting on June 12th. 


A butcher's back in Lyme after seven-year wait 


AFTER seven years without one and hundreds of grumbles 
from residents, Lyme Regis is set to get a proper butcher's 
back in the town-and it will be one of the best in the West 
Country. 

The award-winning Colyton Butcher, Anton Bolton, has 
won the backing of Lyme Regis Town Council to bring his 
mobile shop to the resort at least twice a week. 

Mr Bolton is now in talks with the council to agree the 
best site in the town for his mobile shop, which is to be dis¬ 
cussed at the next meeting of the council's Planning & 
Highways Committee. 

Lyme Regis has been without a proper butcher since Pat- 
timores closed in 2007, after operating at the Coombe 
Street shop for 150 years. 

Fifty years ago, there were five butchers in Lyme and Up¬ 
lyme and, although many residents in recent years have be¬ 
moaned the absence of any now, it is understood that 



Lyme's sky-high rents have prevented butchers from open¬ 
ing shops in the town. 

Now Mr Bolton, who displays 13 gold awards for his 
meats at his famous Colyton shop, has come up with a way 
around the problem - a mobile butcher's shop. 

He said:"l'm very keen to open for business in Lyme. I ap¬ 
proached the town council about bringing my mobile 


shop at least twice a week to the town and I was delighted 
that the councillors have given the plan their backing. 

"We're now talking about where best to put the shop so 
that it is most convenient for residents." 

It is understood that council officers are considering sites 
that are owned by the town and not those owned by West 
Dorset District Council or Dorset County Council.

THE Mayor of Lyme Regis, Councillor Sally Holman, has 
paid tribute to retiring Deputy Lieutenant of Dorset, Min¬ 
nie Churchill, and her partner Simon Bird, who are moving 
away from the town after 15 years. 

Councillor Holman presented Mrs Churchill with an in¬ 
scribed town crest at the annual mayor making ceremony 
in the Guildhall last Thursday. 

The mayor said: “Minnie and Simon have been living in 
Lyme Regis for 15 years and I know they are sad to leave, 
I’m sure it will be a big wrench for you. Thank you for all 
you have done for Lyme Regis, and for taking part in civic 
occasions and supporting local charities, particularly the 
St Michael’s Church Organ Lund.” 

Councillor Holman thanked Mrs Churchill in particular 
for her part in arranging visits to Lyme from Royal Navy 
ships HMS Edinburgh and HMS Sutherland, and for cele¬ 
brating the Queen’s Diamond Jubilee in the town.

sponse by Councillor Lorna Jekin; toast to the officers and 
staff by Councillor Mark Gage with response by town 
clerk John Wright; toast to the town of Lyme Regis by the 
Reverend Keith Vivian and reponse by Councillor Chris 
Clipson.

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Cross county objections to new houses 

LYME AND UPLYME RESIDENTS RAISE CONCERNS OVER 350-HOUSE PLANS 


OBJECTIONS to a major development on the border 
of Lyme Regis and Uplyme have been received from 
both communities. 

Plans for 350 houses on land off Sidmouth Road, 
just outside the Lyme Regis border in the parish of 
Uplyme, have sparked concerns that Lyme will carry 
all of the burden of the increased population without 
reaping any of the benefits, and Uplyme will suffer 
blocked views, increased traffic and pressure on the 
village’s small school. 

The outline plans for the housing development were 
revealed by Hallam Land Management at a recent 
public meeting at the Woodmead Halls, although no 
formal planning application has been submitted. 

Lyme Regis town councillors have expressed con¬ 
cerns that the additional housing would add pressure 
on local medical facilities and schools but the town 
would receive no funding to improve infrastructure, 
such as Section 106 money from the developers or 
council tax from the new homes, as they were techni¬ 
cally in East Devon. They have also raised questions 
over whether Lyme Regis residents would be eligible 
for any affordable housing at the new development. 

Several Lyme residents who live nearby the pro¬ 
posed site attended the council’s Planning & High¬ 
ways Committee meeting to raise their own 
objections. 

Alan Kissack described the plans as a “bombshell”, 
adding: “Like many others I was astonished and con¬ 
cerned at the Hallam proposal which would create a 
new suburb of Lyme Regis and increase the popula¬ 
tion by 25 per cent.” 

He said Lyme’s infrastructure would suffer from the 
development and the town’s “charm and character 
would be ruined”. 

“It seems to me completely wrong in principle that 
East Devon should be able to consider, let alone pass, 
such an application on this scale while they will

pocket all the revenue,” commented Mr Kissack. 

Councillor Stan Williams said the project “had a 
long way to go” and he expected the number of pro¬ 
posed houses to decrease over time. However, he 
added that the council “had to look at both sides” as 
Lyme Regis was desperate for more affordable hous¬ 
ing. 

Councillor Chris Clipson said the developers should 
have given residents more notice before the public 
meeting so they could have been more prepared. 

What's in it for us? 

He continued: “If we were remotely to consider this 
one of the priorities would be, what’s in it for Lyme 
Regis as a whole? What’s going to happen to our med¬ 
ical services, our schools, both primary and secondary, 
what is going to happen to our bus services, our park¬ 
ing?” 

Committee chairman Councillor Anita Williams said 
she was concerned that West Dorset and East Devon 
councils had not worked well together regarding 
shared issues in the past. However, they recommended 
that both district councils work together to consider 
any future planning application for the site, taking into 
account the strain on infrastructure a large develop¬ 
ment would create and the allocation of affordable 
housing. 

The development was raised again at Uplyme Parish 
Council’s meeting last week, when members agreed 
to form a working party to fight against any proposal 
for the site. 

Councillors complained that the public meeting had 
been sprung on them with just one day’s notice, it was 
held in Lyme Regis when the development was in Up¬ 
lyme, and that all the advertising for it said the devel¬ 


opment was on Sidmouth Road, Lyme Regis, which 
was not true. 

Councillor Andy Turner said 350 houses would cre¬ 
ate a lot of extra traffic movement in the village and 
Mrs Ethelston’s Primary School would have to be 
“three times the size” to cope with the expected influx 
of students. 

Vice-chairman Councillor John Garland reported on 
an emergency meeting he had attended with Trinity 
Ward district councillor Ian Thomas and a planning 
officer at East Devon. 

The planning officer had said most of East Devon’s 
needed 15,000 new houses would be built in the Ex¬ 
eter, Honiton and Axminster areas, and those needed 
in West Dorset would be around Weymouth, Portland, 
Dorchester and Bridport, with no large developments 
in Lyme Regis and Uplyme included in either of the 
councils’ Local Plans. 

While the new Local Plans were still being worked 
on in both West Dorset and East Devon, it was hoped 
both would be submitted in the next few months and 
would be in place before any application was made by 
Hallam. 

Councillor Turner asked if there had been any men¬ 
tion of boundary changes, as he said residents had 
been “horrified” at rumours that West Dorset was 
planning to change the boundaries to reap more ben¬ 
efits from the proposed development. However, Coun¬ 
cillor Garland said there were no plans to move the 
boundary and he thought most people in Lyme Regis 
were “also against the plans”. 

District Councillor Thomas later reported that East 
Devon and West Dorset would work together on the 
issue and keep residents informed. He added that any 
plans would be subject to East Devon’s Local Plan 
and would take 13 weeks to consider, rather than the 
usual six weeks.

Parish council concerned 
about cemetery takeover 

UPLYME parish councillors have expressed concerns 
that the poor state of the village's cemetery will not 
be improved before they take on responsibility for the 
site from the Parochial Church Council (PCC). 

The PCC intends to hand over responsibility of the 
cemetery to the council once it is closed for burials, 
expected in August this year. 

But last week councillors expressed concerns that 
the boundary wall, a listed structure, was in a poor 
state of repair and they would be left with the bill if it 
collapsed. 

Councillor Andrew Turner said the wall was a "liabil¬ 
ity" and he would not vote in favour of taking on the 
cemetery when it was in a poor state of repair. Others 
complained that the PCC had not been responding to 
the council's letters. 

It was agreed to consult East Devon District Council's 
legal department over the issue. 

Calls to speed up progress at 
Uplyme's Millenium Copse 

UPLYME parish councillors have expressed their desire 
to see plans for a wildflower meadow at Millenium 
Copse to move forward after a 15 year wait. 

Millenium Copse is the long area of grass on the 
Lyme Regis side of the Barnes Meadow development 
in Uplyme. It was originally intended that the land be 
handed over by the developer to the parish council as 
green space but the company later folded and little 
progress has been made since. 

A house was also built on an existing footpath and 
efforts to divert this to a new route has also held up 
plans. 

At last week's parish council meeting, residents called 
for something to be done with the land. Councillor 
Brian Mason added:"We need to keep the pressure on 
this, it's been going on for almost 15 years and 
progress is almost none." 

It was reported that the footpath diversion had al¬ 
most been finalised and hopefully plans for the wild¬ 
flower meadow would speed up after this.

Lyme Regis Operatic Society 

with performances of the highest standard on the local 
stage, no matter what the show - but how to accommo¬ 
date all three in one production? 

In a brilliant piece of casting, Lyme Regis Operatic So¬ 
ciety got it exactly right for their first ever production of 
“Marne” and we were treated to virtuoso performances 
of the highest calibre from the three leading ladies. 

I forget how many times I have waxed lyrical over their 
individual performances in other shows over the years, 
but “Marne” took my admiration to new heights to such 
a degree that I texted the society chairman Jo Hopkins 
after the show to say I had run out of superlatives to do 
their performances justice. 

Girls, you were unbelievably entertaining. 

This was the first time that I had seen “Marne”, which 
started life as a play from a novel, was then turned into a 
film and opened as a musical on Broadway in 1966, star¬ 
ring Angela Lansbury, ending up as the 1974 film star¬ 
ring Lucille Ball. 

It tells the story of “Marne’s” eccentric lifestyle and her 
bohemian way of life which is interupted when her de¬ 
ceased brother’s 10-year-old son Patrick is entrusted to 
her care. Rather than bow to convention, “Marne” intro¬ 
duces the boy to her madcap and free-wheeling existence. 

It’s not the strongest story line but the show is peppered 
with some delightful musical numbers and wonderful 
dance routines. 

The lead role of “Marne Dennis” was entmsted to Nicky 
Sweetland whose stunning voice and vivacious stage 
presence captured the very essence of 1920s decadence. 


Last year she was the rumbustious gun-toting Calamity 
Jane; this year the sophisticated and irrepressable Marne. 
Is there a role beyond Nicky Sweetland’s talent? I doubt 
it. 

Glamorous roles 

Kelly Apps (nee Street) is another hugely popular lead¬ 
ing lady in these parts and local audiences have delighted 
in seeing her in numerous glamorous roles over the 
years. Not this year. She was virtually unrecognisable as 
the frumpy, bespectacled nanny “Agnes Gooch” but we 
did get a glimpse of the glamour-puss we all know and 
love when she cast off (literally) her dowdy schoolmarm 
wardrobe to find a bit of action in the outside world, only 
to return (in mac, hat and flat shoes) heavily pregnant. 

Kelly has developed into a superbly gifted actress in re¬ 
cent years and I believe this role demonstrated admirably 
that there is much more to her repertoire than the classic 
numbers from musical comedy. We did get a taste of her 


versatility, however, when she treated us to a brilliant 
rendition of “Gooch’s Song” as she prepared to throw 
caution to the wind and enjoy the fruits of life. Her at¬ 
tempt to sit on a futon in her heavily pregnant state was 
one of the comedy highlights of the night! 

Another top-notch portrayal came from another expe¬ 
rienced local stage favourite of mine, Tracey Wakeling 
(nee Dare) in the role of “Marne’s” hard-living, jealous, 
long-standing friend “Vera Charles”. If ever a role was 
written for Tracey, this was it. No one executes the with¬ 
ering put-down better, coupled with superb timing and an 
expression which would freeze over hell and a voice that 
sends shivers down your spine. 

One of the highlights of the evening was her duet 
“Bosum Buddies” with “Marne” in which the life-long 
friends aired their rivalries with the sweetest of smiles! 

Essential to the plot of “Marne” was the role of her

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Time to bring council 'kicking and screaming' into 21 st century 


A LYME Regis councillor has said it is time to ignore tra¬ 
dition and bring the council “kicking and screaming into 
the 21st century” with regards to making updates to the 
historic Guildhall. 

Town councillors were recently asked to consider the 
possibility of creating a larger, detachable table-top for 
the existing table in the centre of the Guildhall, to provide 
enough space for all councillors to spread out their pa-

perwork during meetings. 

But Councillor Terry O’Grady argued that the entire 
grade II* listed Guildhall was not a suitable venue for a 
council in 2014. He complained in particular about the

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wooden benches councillors sit on, commenting: “Is this 
room fit for purpose for a town council of 2014? This is 
the 21st century. I have been sitting here for almost two 
hours and my back is killing me! It’s just not comfortable, 
it’s not fit for purpose.” 

Councillor Owen Lovell replied: “Perhaps that’s why 
members used to stand to speak, to give their back a bit 
of exercise! Yes, the benches are a bit rough to sit on but 
that’s one of the pleasures of being a councillor! 

“If I was to take Councillor O Grady’s point, would he 
have us spend a couple hundred thousand on another 
place for the council to meet and leave this one empty for 
visitors to walk into? No, it’s not on. The best thing to do 
is to get someone to make up a couple of extra tables 
rather than a table top.” 

Leave the status quo 

Speaking on the proposed table top, which would be 3.8 
metres long by 1 metre wide and could be lifted off as 
necessary, Councillor Michaela Ellis asked where it 
would be stored and Councillor Lonra Jenkin said it still 
had to be small enough to allow councillors to easily 
leave the room when they declared an interest in some¬ 
thing being discussed. 

Councillor George Symonds said: “This is a grade I 
listed structure [the Guildhall is in fact grade II* listed], 
steeped in history going back hundreds of years. We’re 
very limited with what we can do. The other option here 
is to do nothing. You talk about people needing to lean 
their papers on the table, I can lean on my knee. 

“I propose we do nothing, leave the status quo as it is 
because, a piece of wood on top of that table, do we need 
to do that so people can write? I can write here.” 

Councillor Chris Clipson argued that sometimes is was 
difficult to deal with paperwork on laps, especially when 
there was lots of it, and it was often dropped on the floor. 

He added: “I find it offensive that I can’t have enough 
space to work when I’m trying to look at papers thor¬ 
oughly and make sure I make the right decision. I think a 


temporary table-top, so that we don’t touch the listed 
building in any shape or form, and that we fold it up and 
put it away, would be perfect.” 

Councillor Michaela Ellis argued: “I would disagree. 
I’m quite able and I have been able for the past 18 years 
to hold papers on my lap. I would second Councillor 
Symonds that we do nothing with regards to the table.” 

Councillor Rikey Austin argued that it was unfair not 
to consider others who were “not as able as Councillor 
Ellis” and that they should make the Guildhall an “appro¬ 
priate work space”. 

Councillor O’Grady said: “When you’ve got the whole 
council in here it’s very, very cramped. These benches 
are not comfortable. We have to conduct a hell of a lot of 
business in this room, some serious business, and if we 
have to sit in here for three hours let’s make it as com¬ 
fortable as possible for us. It’s not much to ask, is it?” 

Referring to the council’s plans to start recording its 
own meetings, Councillor O’Grady continued: “When we 
start to mic things up; OK, it’s listed but how are we 
going to do it? Is this building actually fit for a council 
in 2014? That’s what you’ve got to ask yourselves. Never 
mind about tradition, let’s bring this council kicking and 
screaming into the 21st century.” 

Councillor Mark Gage agreed that the room was not fit 
for the purpose of council meetings but it was “what we 
have to work with”. He added that he would not support 
funding a relocation to another building. 

Councillor O’Grady said: “Never suggested it.” 

Councillor Gage added that the suggestion of the table- 
top was a sensible, pragmatic and low cost option that 
would not affect the listed building. Councillors agreed 
to take forward the option of a new table-top. 

Councillor Symonds asked that any changes were 
checked with the listed building officer at West Dorset 
District Council. 


Renewed concerns over milk 
waste spreading in Uplyme 


RESIDENTS and councillors of Uplyme have renewed 
their concerns about lorries travelling through the village 
to spread milk waste on fields at Harcombe. 

Concerns have previously been raised about the envi¬ 
ronmental effects of the milk waste spreading, but resi¬ 
dents are now concerned that the large lorries are also 
damaging their lanes and creating a safety hazard. 

Several residents spoke against the spreading at last 
week’s Uplyme Parish Council meeting and they were 
encouraged by councillors and parish clerk Lois Wake- 
man to make their objections known as the license for 
spreading was up for renewal in August. 

The lorries currently travel to Coach Road in Harcombe 
via the A3 5 and along Har¬ 
combe Road and Spring¬ 
head Road. Residents 
complained that the lorries 
were damaging the lanes, 
they were so wide pedes¬ 
trians and other vehciles 
could not pass them, creat¬ 
ing a safety hazard, and 
that they travelled through 
the village very early in 
the morning with some¬ 
times more than 40 lorries 
in one day. 

Others said drivers from 
Philip Trim Contractors, 
who dispose of the waste, 
were abusive to those who 
complained or other driv¬ 
ers who tried to pass them. 

Residents noted that the 
waste was now injected 
into the fields rather than 
sprayed, which reduced 
the odour, but other envi¬ 
ronmental concerns were 
still an issue, with one per¬ 
son reporting that several 
dead moles had been 
found in the spreading 
area. Another said they be¬ 
lieved the run-off from the 
fields was going into the 
River Lim and affecting 
the sea water quality in 
Lyme Regis. 

Councillor Andrew 


Turner said the spreading had “affected so many people” 
but the council was “powerless”. 

Residents were advised to write to the Environment 
Agency with their objections or inform the parish clerk 
of any concerns or incidents with drivers, and to provide 
photos of damage, etc. where possible. Some residents 
said they were concerned they would receive further 
abuse for reporting incidents but the clerk assured them 
she would keep their statements anonymous if they so 
wished. 

The milk waste spreading is shortly going to move to 
Shapwick and it is not known which route lorries will 
take through the parish.

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From the Dorset coast to Paris...

SIXTH form geography students from the 
Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis enjoyed 
a busy Bank Holiday weekend at field 
studies centre Leeson House, near Swan- 
age. 

On Friday their focus was fieldwork 
techniques and data collection linked to 
their “crowded coast” topic. After measur¬ 
ing erosion on the sand dunes at Studland, 
they then focused on issues associated 
with coastal management, looking at the 
impact of coastal defences and decision 
making. 

A full day in the field was backed up 
with lab and classroom sessions, plotting 
and analysing data and carrying out further 
research. 

On Saturday the students visited 


Boscombe to look at rebranding and how 
the area has developed over time. Land use 
transects, environmental quality assess¬ 
ments and questionnaires were all used in 
data collection, again followed up by in¬ 
ternet research using a range of databases 
and GIS programmes back in the class¬ 
room. 

The final day involved looking at the 
coastal landforms and processes along the 
Dorset coast, with visits to Lulworth and 
Durdle, Weymouth, Portland, Chesil 
Beach and West Bay. The impact of the 
Olympics and the changing role of Port¬ 
land Harbour from a naval base to a yacht¬ 
ing and leisure hub was also considered as 
another example of rebranding. 


FRENCH, history of art and art sixth form students 
from the Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis recently 
travelled to Paris for a six day exchange visit in Vin¬ 
cennes. 

The French students spent their first day in com¬ 
plete immersion in a local primary school, teaching 
French children some popular playground games 
and songs, and taking part in the youngsters'school 
routine. During that time, the rest of the group en¬ 
joyed an art day in Paris, visiting the Musee d'Orsay 
and the Catacombes de Paris, where millions of 
human skulls and bones are stored. 

The next day was another cultural experience in 
the city centre, starting off with a two hour amble 
through the alleys of the famous Cemetery of Pere 
Lachaise, visiting the tombs of Oscar Wilde, Jim Mor¬ 
rison, and the obscure Victor Noir.This was followed 
by a visit to the Musee Rodin where we spent the 
best part of the morning sketching and admiring 
some of Rodin's most famous works. 

Later that day, students took in a bird's eye view of 
Paris from the towers of Notre Dame and finished 
with a visit to the Conciergerie, an ancient royal cas¬ 
tle which later became a prison for the enemies of 
the revolution in the late eighteenth century. This 
place is particularly notorious for being Marie-An- 
toinette's last home before her execution in 1793. 

Students spent all their evenings and the weekend 
with their exchange partners, fellow sixth form stu¬ 
dents from the Lycee Hector Berlioz in Vincennes. 
They will be returning the visit in September.

A FORMER student of the 
Woodroffe School in Lyme 
Regis has become the 
youngest person ever to 
win a gold medal at the 
RHS Chelsea Flower Show.

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war-time Gl memories 

Lyme Matters Qt

More 

T HE more I listen 
to the war-time 
memories of 
Lyme Regis people, the 
more I realise what an 
easy life my own gener¬ 
ation has had. 

I was born three years after 
end of hostilities and whilst 
rationing was still in opera¬ 
tion, I have no recollection of 
those difficult times and the 
grief suffered by those fami¬ 
lies whose men never re¬ 
turned to their hometown. 

I have never really appreci¬ 
ated either how frightened 
local people were about the 
propsect of a German inva¬ 
sion, especially because of 
our position on the south 
coast where Hitler was plan¬ 
ning to land his Stormtroop- 
ers. 

The presence of hundreds 
of American GIs in town in 
the run-up to D-Day would 
have heightened that fear. 

But there can be no doubt 
that generally the young 
men from across the At¬ 
lantic were welcomed into 
our town, shown kindness 
by local families and they re¬ 
ciprocated in many gener¬ 
ous ways. 

This came over very 
strongly when I spent a fas¬ 


cinating hour chatting to 
Irene Catley last week, 
known to many locals as the 
former Miss Rene Williams 
who lived at 34a Coombe 
Street, next to the fish and 
chip shop, the daughter of 
well-known bus driver Glyn 
Williams and his wife Emily. 
She also had a brother, Ray¬ 
mond (now deceased). 

Irene was 11 years old when 
the GIs arrived, having just 
passed her 11-Plus school ex¬ 
amination. 

Many of the American 
troops were billeted in and 
around Coombe Street and 
she struck up a friendship 
with two of them in particu¬ 
lar, both of whom showed her 
great kindness. The nearby 
Monmouth Hotel was also 
utilised as accommodation 
for the troops. 

Irene recalls that one of the 
soldiers had a girlfriend 


back home in the States 
called Mary and he named 
his jeep after her, often tak¬ 
ing Irene down to Jordan to 
wash the vehicle in the river, 
he other GI was called 
John with a girlfriend 
named Opal. John had a 
photo of his girlfriend and 
Irene remembers going to 
Boots in Broad Street to buy 
a photo frame for him. 

The troops set up a cook¬ 
house in Cats Park (George’s 
Square) and Irene has partic¬ 
ular memories of the wonder¬ 
ful smells that wafted over 
Coombe Street. On one occa¬ 
sion they gave her a large 
piece of steak for her father. 
With strict rationing, meat 
was in short supply and the 
whole family were treated to 
a steak supper. 

The Williams’ responded by 
inviting George and John to 
Christmas lunch with Irene’s 


mother managing to get hold 
of a poussin from a local 
farm. 

Irene told me: “I can remem¬ 
ber talking to them about me 
passing my 11-Plus and say¬ 
ing I was a bit frightened 
about going up to the Gram¬ 
mar School. They encouraged 
me a great deal and even used 
to clean my school shoes. 

“But one day they just went 
and we did not see them any 
more.” 

The GIs were always telling 
the locals that they would kill 
a German for them and a few 
weeks after leaving Lyme 
Irene was thrilled to get a let¬ 
ter from John, postmarked 
France, in which he enclosed 
a badge from a German uni¬ 
form. 

“I told you I would kill a 
German for you,” he wrote. 

“I was very thrilled to get a 
letter but I can’t remember 


what happened to the badge,” 
she said. 

Irene says she has thought 
about her two American 
friends many times over the 
years but has no knoweledge 
about whether they survived 
the war. 

fter the war, when she 18, 
Irene moved to London 
to live with an aunt in 
Streatham and work as a 
telephonist with the GPO. 
The first thing she was told to 
do was to lose her Dorset ac¬ 
cent and she now speaks 
with a cut-glass BBC accent. 

She got married in London 
where she lived for 50 years, 
having enjoyed a career in 
aviation before retiring back 
to Lyme in 2000. 

Irene now enjoys the com¬ 
munity life of Lyme, having 
recently returned from a trip 
to Bermuda with the Lyme 
Regis/St George’s Twinning 
Association. 

When Lyme commemorates 
the D-Day landings on June 
6th she will almost certainly 
say a little prayer for her two 
wartime buddies, John and 
George, hoping they made it 
through to 1945 and were 
able to return to their sweet¬ 
hearts in America.

Before a sparse audience of about 
40 (the lowest attendance for many 
years, if not ever) she squandered 
that opportunity by making another 
cheap jibe at the Press (she meant 
the View so it was a bit unfair on the 
Lyme Regis News). 

In the process I believed she contra¬ 
vened the council's new Communica¬ 
tions and PR Policy (clause 3.2 
actually), not that anyone cares and 
it only goes to show that the council's 
new code of conduct ain't worth the 
paper it's written on!

No level playing field 
for community politics 


■ IT is interesting to compare the experiences of 
Daryl Turner and Marcus Dixon. 

The former, a councillor, was forced to apologise 
even after he had done so voluntarily for what was felt 
was “snapping” at a council bureaucrat who broke 
very clear rules on not interrupting. 

The latter, a charity sector bureaucrat, was praised 
by his boss, Wendy Davies, for having - in her words 
- “exhausted many volunteers and staff”. (“Trust re¬ 
ports difficult year”, View From Lyme Regis , May 
7th). 

Whatever “exhausted” may actually mean, this lack 
of a level playing field for those who want to immerse 
themselves in community political concerns is ex¬ 
traordinary. 

Is it any wonder that those town councillors who 
have come out from underneath the Lyme Regis De¬ 
velopment Trust (LRDT) umbrella have made our 
democracy more secretive and, despite such efforts to 
hide what they are up to, have been seen to behave 
worse than their Guildhall predecessors? 

Wendy also says that Marcus has helped us reach the 
stars. Well, perhaps. But some of them, LymeNet for 
example, have turned out to be financial black holes. 
Others, like the notorious study centre pipedream (to 


use Wendy's word) still seem light years away, even 
as they abort other people's missions now. And the 
grandiose library scheme didn't seem to make the 
users of Woodmead Halls feel like they were in the 
heavens. 

Wendy assures us that the The Hub has been good 
for young people. I would need more information, ide¬ 
ally provided at an AGM of its own, before feeling 
able to make comment. But the political role model¬ 
ling displayed to young people by LRDT and its dis¬ 
ciples, as very briefly summarised here, has not. 

That Chris Boothroyd should call for even more en¬ 
croachments on to our local politics by unregulated 
and unaccountable volunteers is, from this perspec¬ 
tive, deeply depressing (“Let's give our councillors the 
year off! View From Lyme Regis, May 7th), but I ac¬ 
knowledge that he was writing in a light-hearted man¬ 
ner. 

And at least now, unlike in the city states of ancient 
Greece that he mentions, women are allowed to vote. 
And our volunteers and colleagues are only “ex¬ 
hausted” rather than enslaved.

SAM LEE'S GYPSY HEART 


SAM Lee is one of Britain's finest singers and the 
most cogent force of his generation in British folk 
music; an heir to the great revival during the 
1950s and 60s led by Martin Carthy and the Wa- 
tersons, and Fairport Convention in their wake. 
Lee brings contemporary folk music back to 
whence much of it came: Roma, Gypsies and 
Scottish and Irish Travellers, who have passed 
these songs from generation to generation, over 
centuries. He scours Britain for those whom 
many avoid or despise - travellers in camps or 
housed - to learn their lore and songs. And a first 
collection makes up his debut album: Ground of 
Its Own, nominated for a Mercury award last 
year. 

Special adviser to Lee is Joe Boyd; the alchemist 
of modern English folk, the man who, apart from 
producing Bob Dylan's first electric set at New¬ 
port, discovered and brought forth Fairport Con¬ 
vention, Sandy Denny and Richard Thompson, 
Syd Barrett, the Incredible String Band, Nick 
Drake and others. 

"Two things stopped me dead in my tracks 
when I heard him," says Boyd, "one is that he's 
learned something very important about howto 
sing a song. Sam didn't learn from people who 
had learned from other people. If you go around 
Gypsy camps to learn from the originals, it makes 
for a totally different way of singing. 

"The second important thing, if not the most 
important, is rhythm. There was a time when 
most folk revivalists moved away from unaccom¬ 
panied ballad singing.The Watersons had raised 
the bar and the way to manage was to play folk 


music with a guitar, which for most people 
brought you rhythmically into a ubiquitous kind 
of mid-Atlantic country-blues thing. To avoid it, 
you had to play like Martin Carthy or Richard 
Thompson, who rooted what they did in dance 
rhythms, but for most it's that plodding guitar, 
and singing to match. 

"Sam has leapt forward and over all that. He 
sings these rhythms that are abstract, but to the 
extent they're rooted in anything, they're rooted 
in the unaccompanied ballad. His voice floats in 


the way the unaccompanied singers float, rhyth¬ 
mically. Then he brings these wonderful colours 
to the rhythm." 

But, Boyd adds: "All this of course is secondary 
to talent. He has this extraordinary talent, energy, 
charisma and musicality."

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Wall to wall advice 


Wallpaper as a concept may 
have come back into fashion - 
but that doesn't mean every de¬ 
sign of it is. So if your home is a 
nightmare of swirly, flowery or 
textured wallpaper (unless that's 
your taste, of course), what can 
you do about it? 

Painting over the wallpaper is 
the easiest option, and using a 
basecoat emulsion - Crown 
Paints does a good one - will 
make it easier still. Basecoats 
are designed to cover patterns 
and strong colours in fewer 
coats than it would take with 
standard emulsion, saving you 
time and effort. 

The problem with painting over 
wallpaper, especially if it's been 
up for years, is that it will even¬ 
tually start to come away from 
the wall, often at the seams. If it 
has already begun to do this, 
you can remove the affected 
sections of wallpaper with a 
craft knife and cover the miss¬ 
ing bits with filler - although this 
isn't a great long-term solution. 
You can also simply paint tex¬ 
tured wallpaper, but this only 
works if you like the texture. 
Textured wallpaper was often 
used in the past to cover up 
less-than-perfect walls, so if 
you do decide to get rid of it, be 
prepared to do some replaster¬ 
ing (especially as plaster can 
come away with the wallpaper 
when you strip it off). 

If you can't face the cost and 
mess of replastering, filler (or, in 
the worst cases, plaster repair 
and skim products) can work 
wonders, but this filling and 
then sanding can be very time- 
consuming and will only go so 
far. 

Some walls are beyond repair, 
unless you line or replaster 
them, and even then you often 
have to fill and sand, especially 




if the plasterer before you has 
been a bit sloppy. 

Newly plastered walls and ceil¬ 
ings can develop hairline cracks, 
especially over lath and plaster 
or if the plaster is 'force' dried 
with heat, in which case lining 
paper or wallpaper will hold in 
the cracks. Alternatively, Poly¬ 
cell Flexible Gap Polyfilla (£2.89, 
amazon.co.uk) is the best filler 
I've found to keep hairlines 
cracks looking at their best. 

If you opt for lining paper, 
paste-the-wall 
ones are the 
easiest to use, 
as you simply 
apply wallpa¬ 
per paste to 
the wall with a 
brush or roller 
and then hang 
the paper. You 
don't have to 
wait for the 
paste to soak 


into the paper and you don't 
have to grapple with soggy 
lengths of paper. 

While replastering gives a better 
finish, thick lining paper can be 
used to improve the appear¬ 
ance of lumpy walls - that said, 
the lumps and bumps will still 
be noticeable if light falls across 
them (lamps are one of the 
worst offenders). 

Blown plaster (plaster that's 
spongy and moves slightly 
when pressed on) can also be 
held in place with lining paper, 
as long as you don't put any 
weight, such as tiles, shelves, or 
coat hooks, on it. 

If your walls have seen better 
days in terms of smoothness, 
the best way to enhance un¬ 
even walls is to use a chalky or 
flat-matt emulsion. Paint with 
any kind of sheen, such as silk 
emulsion, will emphasise the 
flaws, so avoid it at all costs.

192mph Audi A3 Clubsport Quattro Concept 



THE Audi S3 Saloon surrenders to the 
Worthersee treatment this month, swap¬ 
ping its already potent 300PS output for a 
mighty 525PS and metamorphosing into 
the A3 clubsport quattro concept for the 
annual meeting of fans of the Volkswagen 
Group brands in Reifnitz, Germany (May 
28-31). 

Adding 600Nm of torque to the mix cour¬ 
tesy of a 2.5-litre, five-cylinder TFSI engine 
which replaces the S3 Saloon's four-cylin- 
derTFSI, the A3 clubsport quattro concept 
will be the Audi star of a show that will also 
include the 420PS Audi TT quattro sport 
concept and a host of other Audi models. 

"The Audi A3 clubsport quattro concept 


shows our car and tuning fans at the 
Worthersee just how much sporty poten¬ 
tial there is in the A3 family and in our top- 
of-the-line engines such as the 2.5 TFSI. We 
have pushed the limits in every respect 
with this show car: power, dynamics, 
sound, design,"says Prof. Dr. Ulrich Hacken- 
berg, Member of the Board of Manage¬ 
ment for Technical Development. 

The powerful five-cylinder TFSI engine is 
already available in the first ever SUV to 
wear the renowned RS badge - the RS Q3. 
The turbocharged engine with direct injec¬ 
tion boasts an impressive CV- since 2010, 
it has been voted "International Engine of 
the Year" in its category four times in suc¬ 


cession. 

192mph potential 

In the show car, the 2,480 cc five-cylinder 
unit has a specific output of 211 PS per 
litre, and combined with a kerb weight of 
1,527kg the power-to-weight ratio of the 
concept stands at an impressive 343.8PS 
per ton. The 600 Nm (442.5 Ib/ft) torque 
peak is available between 2,300 and 6,000 
rpm, pushing the A3 clubsport quattro 
concept from 0 to 62 mph in 3.6 seconds 
on the way to a top speed of 192 mph. Ex¬ 
tensive modifications make this extreme 
performance possible. These include a 
large turbocharger with up to 1.5 bar of rel¬ 
ative boost pressure and a modified inter¬ 
cooler. 

The basic concept behind the five-cylin¬ 
der already makes it a special engine. The 
1 -2-4-5-3 ignition sequence gives it its own 
unique rhythm, which in the A3 clubsport 
quattro concept is reinforced by an intake 
and exhaust system designed for maxi¬ 
mum throughput. The characteristic sound 
of this TFSI engine is a throaty snarl. In ad¬ 
dition to its distinctive sound and technol¬ 
ogy, the 2.5 TFSI also looks stunning set 
beneath its carbon fibre-reinforced poly¬ 
mer (CFRP) bonnet. 

The Audi A3 clubsport quattro concept 
features a seven-speed S tronic transmis¬ 
sion with a compact three-shaft layout. Its 
tall seventh gear reduces fuel consump¬ 
tion, and the final gear ratio has been mod¬ 
ified accordingly. The driver can allow the 


dual-clutch transmission to work fully au¬ 
tomatically in modes D and S or choose to 
change gears manually using the paddles 
on the steering wheel or the shift lever. A 
launch control function manages starts 
with maximum power and controlled 
wheel slip. 

The heart of the quattro all-wheel drive 
system is a hydraulically activated, multi¬ 
plate clutch on the rear axle that has been 
specially designed for the high torque of 
the powerful five-cylinder. Like the engine 
management system, its electronic con¬ 
troller is integrated into the Audi drive se¬ 
lect driving dynamics system for the best 
configurable dynamics in any situation re¬ 
quired by the driver. 


The clutch can direct a portion of the 
torque from the front to the rear axle if the 
driver turns sharply into a corner. Its ad¬ 
vanced chassis enables the Audi A3 club¬ 
sport quattro concept to deliver its 
tremendous power to the tarmac with im¬ 
pressive control and composure. 

Aluminium components in the front 
MacPherson suspension reduce the weight 
of the unsprung masses. The four- link rear 
suspension can process the longitudinal 
and transverse forces separately. The steer¬ 
ing rack of the progressive steering system 
is designed so that the steering ratio be¬ 
comes more direct with increasing steering 
input. In addition, steering boost decreases 
as speed increases.
